OPENING SESSION OP THh WORLD MUSLIM 
COHV NTIOH - FEBRUARY 9, 1951 .

■In the name of God, Most Gracious, Most Merciful. 

"Prayers be to God who hath said and who say the best 
•You nay debate amongst yourself what Is good and benevolent* 
am.) prayers and peuae to our Holy Prophet. 

"It is e pleasure to our heart that this conference should 
be held In the capital of this young Muslin state - Pakistan. 

It Is being held with a view to bringing together the 
brethren of the faith from all parts of the Muslim world | so 
that they mo/ know and taka counsel from each other and 
cooperate In achieving good deeds and obtaining piety} so that 
they may advance tuolr ' elf are and Interest guided as they 
are by the shining light of Islam, by the glittering gems of the 
Holy Quran. God has prescribed for the cure of the Ills that 
may befall on humanity, for all times and at all places. 

"I offer from this platform my prayers for the sould of 
the great leader of Pakistan, late Quaid-e-Asam Mohamad All 
Jlmtah, and bis aobel brethren and martyers of Pakistan, 
Indonesia, Afghanistan. Malaya, Egypt, Sudan, China, Turkey, 
Turklstan, Arabia, North Africa. Balkan, Caucasus, Palestine 
and other countries, who in their defence of the cause of 
Islam, laid down their own lives. 

"Z also express thanks and gratitude to the organisers 
of this eonforence for the good work and noble services 
rendered by them. I also tliamk the Government of Pakistan 
for their support to this conference and for their permission 
to the organisers to bold It In their capital. Indeed, Musi). os 
throughout the world look to this young but progressive 
co untry - Pakistan - and to other sister Islamic countries 
for the attainment of their great hopes, expecting that they 
would ■)) work for unity, cooperation and progress so that 
they may save tlieir peoples In particular, and Muslims in 
general, from such humiliation and misfortune that had befal 
the Muslims In Spain In the past and In Palestine in the 
present. 

"Palestine Is lie first Qulbla of Islam, It is the land 
of Isra, of MoraJ (Accession), it Is the home of ancient and 
subsequent martyrs. And what has befallen Pales tin is feared 
to befall ifu- li::i law ? one after the other, according to the 
imperialists’ tiiat ha3 ' - .r. r ra-planned 3lr.ee long to 

das'.rc.' an.) jiviiihiiah ; Tusli s. This is n Io3son for those 
who have i a t tho win. to learn. 
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•Thare can ba no doubt tlkat the tribulation and catastrophe 
that have befallen the Muslims was all due to weakness of their 
faith, fault or ing of their souls and reluctance of their 
determination, as well as to their parsimony and hesitation to 
finance sound undertakings and scnemes aiming at furthering 
their progress and strength* 

•"To be avalelous is to deprive oneself, God is the 
wealthiest but ye ore the poor's the Muslims therefore degreased 
and degenerated) they were humiliated by their enemies and in 
spite of ti ;>ir numerical su; eriority and tlrnir wealth they lost 
their command; a true example to what our Holy Prophet had 
d-monstrateu vixen lie said 'Peoples \rould rush on you as hungry 
eaters rush to their food', and the Prophet was asiced would 
that be because we would be fewer in number, than ho said 'Bay 
you would then be numerous yet, when you are seised by faintness 
then you would be ineffective as foams In a torrent'* dad they 
asked 'And what is feebleness, 0 Phophot of God? r fad he r plled 
•It is love of wordly life and iiatred of death* • 

"0 brothers, it is thj duty of Muslims to hold conferences 
with a viow to disc osslng aims of common Interest and effecting 
cooperation and laying ctom such practical schemes that would 
ensure their safeguards and success and this conference commas* 
orates tho Ulaaic reruiaisonce throughout the world* 

"For such multitudinous population and with such vast lands, 
rich resources, formidable strategic centers and such a glorious 
history and the living culture, and above all such a great 
religion * a religion that guided tho truth and piety which 
ensure for its followers happiness in the present and in the 
world thereafter • the huss&lmcns should awake and cast away 
their illusions) titey siioul squarely face facts and tread the 
proper path which they had tread before so as to escape dangers 
and take their rightful position and get their due share of 
pride, honor and prof parity* They have to firmly determine ; 
to prepare strength to do so* 


"The dangers tliat confront tho Muslims from all corners 
today are threatening the very existence of Islam* God forbfe 1 
the modus operand! is an organised* elaborate, preconceived and 
preplanned design by the enemies of Islam who throttled the 
Ottomon Empire and the Islamic Caliphate and who crushed the 
Muslim iioghul Empire* Their design iia s not yet ceased* For* 
after the tragedy of Palestine they began plotting against the 
neighboring :ountri ;3 * 
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"The Jews ara working In close cooperation with 
Imperialist Powers to oxecute U»ulr nafarlous schemes. The 
Imperialist Powers have driven a wedge into the Muslim countries 
to destroy Islam and to separate usilm c our tries In Asia from 
those In Africa. The Jewish creed did not stop there. They 
are demanding and ceaselessly working for the occupation of 
Northern lied Jar, such as Teloa and Khalber and other parts around 
Medina, namely rinl Qurlsa ana Jlnl Al-Razur . on the pretext 
that these areas belonged to them In the pasi. They went so far 
that one of ttielr olmats has publlslwd an article In a well-known 
American news pa; -r urging the Jews to organise a military expedi- 
tion to occupy Godina. 


"You will, therefore, see that Muslim religious places, 
not only Pal.-stiae but also in Uedjas arc confronting the 
greatest dang-r anu that the enemies of Islam are strenuously 
trying to overcome Islam. 

"Muslims have, therefore, to learn much from the lesson of 
Palestine and to derive strength and determination from that 
catastrophe, which should not despair them, for it Is the 
infidels who despair from God Almighty's spirit. 

"Muslims should try to save Palestine from the Intriguing 
elements which shape its lot In accordance with the whims of 
the enemies and are exploiting the tragedy In one way or the 
other. The question of Palestine should be handed back to those 
sincere hands to which It belonged, and the Muslim world should 
work hand In hand to redeem it} far the lose of this holy lend 
would encourage tiie enemy to crash his way Into other Muslim 
countrlos. 


"In conclusion I suggest to tills august masting to direct 
the Muslims to the follovingt- 

"(1) To strengthen the spirit and purify the souls of the 
Muslims. To revive through faith by Installing Islamic convic- 
tion in the minds and by preparing for sacrifice and 3 olf 
denial} by sacrificing life and property} by abiding by the 
noble etlilcs of Islam) by teaching Islamic principles In schools 
and bouses) by canting away despair and hopelessness. 

"(2) To uork for the achievement of the Islamic unity 
according to th' coumand of Godi 'This Nation Is varlly one*. 

To come closor to each othur and to unite for the defence of 
Islam. Muslim teachings and Holy places. Evidences have shown 
that in this a;,J of o u*j no ono con withstand the problems of 
life without forming a bloc. For no natitn can live In Isolation 
and let It bo iuicm co all that if 'lusli.ms cooperate among 
themselves, hurnois t-ioir otm, .th ani ! form a bloc of their own 
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it doas not naan that they are doing so for aggressive designs. 
But for legitimate self-defense and for tho coomon peace. 

Islam Is u religion of kindness and peace It has even enjoined 
upon us to begin our actions and our prayers with the following 
sentlmonts t ’In the name of God, Most Gracious, Most merciful' , 
and conclude them with equal prayer for peace benevolence. the 
Muslim greeting involves peace , contrary to the greetings of 
other net! ns. It la, therefore, for the welfare of the 
humani ty as a wholj and for the attainment of universal peace 
that ue, itusllis, come closely to each other and form a Lloc of 
our own, in accordance to God’s commands 'Cooperate with each 
other in benevolence and pljty and not In sense and aggression*. 

"(3) To call for Islamic brotherhood In accordance with 
Cod '8 command: ’Faithfuls are brother#, we should therefore 

call for coo] ^ration amongst Muslins In all their economic, 
social, political anil defense affairs. 

"(4) To call upon tho Muslims to be fair and Just In all 
matters ; to apply social Justice: tc take care of farmers, 
workers and the poor: to eliminate social and color barriers 
In accordance to God's command: ’Most honored amongst you is 

the most God-fearing* . 

"(6) To call upon Muslims to introduce the means that would 
help them to build their strength and affect their true awaken- 
ing: to urge the rich among them to contribute money far the 
furtherance of tte cause of Islam and of Allah) to urge the 
Muslims to be simple in their ways or austere an their methods 
and noble In their manners as Islam prohibited luxury and all 
other habits that Inherits weakness of character. 

"(6) That the Mo tamer should take cognisance of oppressed 
Muslims wherever they may be} take ears of their Interest end 
help them morally and materially. 

"(7) That the Motamar should set up an effective organisa- 
tion which would take care of Muslim questions and render what- 
ever service need to them In ail spheres that Involve Muslim 
Interests and welfare. 

"It is to God's commandments that you will have to look 
for an honorable, nappy and dignified life. You snst hold 
fast to Hie chord and flU your heart with the lift of Faith and 
the ray of piety. And God will improve your lot and load you 
to victory.* 
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
